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REPORTED THAT BEHIND THE 
LEITERS IS $30,000,000 TO

LEITER IS NOT SELLING. 


He Claims to Be Betting on Higher 
Prices and Can Afford to 
Wait for a Rise. 


CHICAGO, lll.,, Jan. 5.—Private advices 
from the East indicate that behind the Lei- 
ters is $30,000,000 that will eventually own 
and control over 30,000,000 bushels of cash 
wheat for better prices. If this be true 
the refusal to sell cash wheat to-day would 
indicate that they propose to hold on to 
what wheat they now have and to increase 
their holding very largely, or largely enough 
to discourage to a great extent short sell- 
ing as a business, 

Rumors which were persistently circu- 
lated last night to the effect that Joseph 
Leiter had closed contragts for the disposal 
of the greater part of his vast accumula- 
tion of wheat to New York and Baltimore 
exporters who had placed it in Europe 
were positively denied to-day by Broker 
George B. French, who represents the Lei- 
ter interests. On account of the known 
fact that numerous bids have lately been 
received from exporters for the high qual- 
ity wheat in the possession of the Leiters, 
the reports Were received with some cre. 
dence. Mr. French stated emphatically to- 
day, however, that there was no truth in 
the reports. 

If the Leiter wheat has been sold the 
pryce paid for it, judging from the reception 
given to some of the buying orders for the 
cash article received to-day, was much 
higher than ruling quotations. An offer to 
buy 100,000 bushels from a prominent hold- 
er at about 2 cents over the May prices 
Was refused, the broker being told that his 
bid would have to be about 10 cents over 
the present May price to get the wheat.

The trial of the case of the Sedalia Board 
of Trade vs. Hugh J. Brady was resumed 
before Jucce Kiein 'n Division No.1, Circun 
Court, Wednesday morning at 10 o'clock. 

Hugh Brady was piaced on the stand and 
his cross examination by Mr. Blevins was 
begun. The witness itidentified a letter 
signed by him and sent to Mr. Blevins, in 
reply to one he received making a demand 
for the return of the $1,200.

and making his home in America, the affi- 
davit says, is that he was convicted of the 
crime of embezzlement in Germany and 
was about to be apprehended by the offi- 
cers when he fled to avoid arrest. After 
coming to this country he began life over 
again and forgot all of his old Tife in Ger- 
many to the degree that he took a new 
wife and clipped a few years from his real 
age. 
Ar. Nidlet says that when. Deuchert made 
his application for membersh:p in the order 
he stated to the officers that he was under 
6) years of age. This, it is claimed, can be 
proved untrue by the testimony of Rev. Ed- 
ward Scriber, custodian of the birth records 
in the Evangelical Lutheran Church of the 
Duchy of Hesse, who will testify that Her- 
man Deuchert was born Oct. 2, 1834. 

Further testimony, it is claimed, can be 
roduced to show that through-the German 
*onsul and German yofficers a-search was 
made for Deuchert in America for the pur- 
pose of inducing him to return to his wife 
in Germany. 

The German wife is also said‘to have re- 
cefved letters from the american wife on 
the subject of Deuchert’s marriage in Ger- 
many.

STRANGE STORY OF THE DISAP- 
PEARANCE OF HENRY 
FUCHS, AGED 14. 


The mother of young Henry Fuchs 
doesn’t know whether to think her son has 
been drowned, or whether he has merely 
run away from home. 

She says a laborer at the foot of Lesper- 
ance street told her that Henry had been 
pushed from a government dredge boat by 
a drunken foreman and had been drowned. 
Mrs. Fuchs does not know the namé of her 
informant, nor of the foreman, but she 
tells a story which weaves a mystery around 
the disappearance of her boy. 

Henry Fuchs was 14 years old. He and 
his mother lived at 710 Ann avenue. In 
November last the boy found employment 
on a\government dredge boat at the foot 
of Lesperance street, and he worked for 
three weeks without being paid, his mother 
says. On December 2, she told him to be 
sure to bring his wages home that even- 
ing, and started the boy away to work at 
6 o'clock in the morning. Henry had his 
lunch box along when he left the house, 
and when he said good-by he told his moth- 
er to’look for him at 5 o'clock. She has 
never seen.him since. 

“I waited a couple of days,’’ says Mrs. 
Fuchs, ‘and then went to the boat to in- 
quire after Henry. The foreman told me no 
such boy ha@ ever worked on the boat, but 
three other men on the boat assured me 
that Henry had been employed on board. 

“The foreman then said he would look 
into the matter, and two weeks later I 
received by mail $5 which was. supposed to 
represent Henry's wages, but I got no news 
of my boy. 

“I made another trip to the boat, and 
there I met a man whose name I do not 
know. He toéd me he knew Henry and 
that a drunken man on the dredge one day 
pushed Henry overboard. No attempt was 
made to save him, and the boy was 
drowned.” 

Mrs. Fuchs has reported the disappear- 
ance to the police. he dredgé is out in 
midstream, and communication with it 
couid not be had Wednesday.

They Did Not Attempt to Open the 
Through Safe and Carried Off 
Nothing of Great Value, .

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 5.—The Kan- 
sas City, Pittsburg and Gulf Railway had 
its first experience with the up-to-date train 
robber last’ night, when its Port Arthur 
express was robbed by two men. 

Port Arthur express, known as 
Train No. 4, IJleft: Kansas City at 
6:40, on time. 3efore the train 
had proceeded half a mile Express Me*s- 
senger E. N. Hayden was startled by the 
pressure of the muzzle of a six-shooter be- 
hind his ear. When he hastily turned he 
was confronted by two men, one of whom 
had him covered with a revolver and com- 
manded him to keep his mouth shut. The 
other opened the local safe, which was un- 
locked, an” began stuffing its contents into 
his pockets. 

They made no attempt to open 

through safe, knowing. that it 
would be useless. AS the train 
slowed up at the Chicago & Alton cross- 
sing, near the city line, the men opened the 
door of the’ express car, jumped off and 
disappeared in the darkness, going in the 
direction of the heavy brush along the M'‘s- 
souri River. 

Wells-Fargo Express Messenger M. E. 
Hayden, who was bound and covered by 
one robber while the other rifled the local 
safe, sent his company a message this 
morning to the effect that the robbers took 
nothing of value. This statement is ad- 
hered to by the local officials of the express 
and railway companies, who assert that 
nothing but a few packages of jewelry, of 
no particular value, and no money, were 
secured The robbers were two in num- 
ber, and are described as being about 25 
years old ani clean shaven. They have ap- 
parently made good their escape. 


TRAVELING MEN'S AUTHORITY. 


Judges Say It Is Not That of an Or- 
dinary Agent. 


A case of great importance to wholesale 
business houses having traveling salesmen 
on the road, especially in Texas, has been 
in part passed upon by the Judges of the 
Court of appeals. Judges Bond and Bland 
agree in one view and Judge Biggs dissents. 

he whole story is very well told in the 
opinion written by Judge Bland. 

‘In May, 1895, Perry, Oldham & Co. were 
merchants doing business at McKinney, 
Tex., and the firm of Mabray, Oldham «& 
Co. were doing a mercantile business at 
Bonham, Tex.,’”’ Judge Bland says. “In 
that month Thomas §, Price was a travel- 
ing salesman for the Kelley-Goodfellow 
Shoe Company in that part of the State of 
Texas embracing McKinney and Bonham, 
and on the 15th day of May, 1895, he called 
upon Mabray, a member of both firms, at 
his place of business at Bonham, with ten 
or’ fifteen samples of shoes, with a view 01 
selling the firm shoes for the. Kelly-Good- 
fellow Shoe Company. 

‘‘Mabray selected a shoe marked ‘Korker’ 
from his samples, and gave Price an order 
for ten cases for the Bonham store and ten 
other cases for the McKinney store. 

‘‘Price executed and delivered to him a bill 
of sale, 

“The Kelly-Goodfellow Shoe Co. repudi- 
ated the order or bill of sale, but offeged to 
fill the bills at $1.10 per pair instead of $1. 
This offer the plantiff refused to accept and 
brought suit for damages. 

“The defense relied upon was that Price 
had no authority to make an absolute sale, 
and that the extent of his authority was to 


or not, at the option of the defendants. 

The trial court ruled that the plantiff- un- 
der the evidence, could not recover, and or- 
dered a new suit. The plaintiffs moved to 
set aside the non-suit and appealed. The 
Court of Appeals receives the evidence, 
which all goes to show that it is the cus- 
tom for drummers or salesmen ‘to make ab- 
solute sales, which are always upheld, un- 
less the financial standing of the buyer is 
doubtful, 

As regards prices and time of payment 
they are given discretionary powers, and 
their sales are binding upon the firm. This 
view is taken by Judges Bland and Bond. 

Judge Biggs dissents and holds that the 
company is absolutely bound by the acts of 
its agents, exeept when the financial stand- 
ing of the purchaser is bad,

An Incident on O’Fallon. Street Which 
Disturbed the Fun of Halfa

Tug Murphy wound up a picturesque New 
Year’s spree by plugging his friend Pat 
White in the left thigh with a bullet at 10 
o’clock Wednesday morning. 

White is in the City Hospital, and he 
will get well, but his going will be a little 
lame for a few weeks after he gets out on 


his feet. 

The shooting took place In a vacant lot 
next door to Pat White's home at 2251 o' Fal- 
lon street. From all accounts the shooting

Pat White is'18 years old and lives w:th 


his parents. He has been out 6f employment 
for four weeks and has been spending the 
time with his friends in the neighbornood 
Dan Murphy, or as the boys call him, “Tug : 
Murphy, was one of Pat's chums, ‘‘Tug”’ is 
likewise out of a job, and for the last three 
or four days, his friends say, he has been 
drinking heavily. 

A crowd of the young men, including Pat 
White and his brother, William, Tug Mur- 
phy and Tim Maloney, were standing in the 
vaeant lot chaffing each other good na- 
turedly when their fun was disturbed by a 
pistol shot. Pat White uttered @ scream 
and fell to the ground. Tug Murphy, with 
a pistol in his hand, turned pale, and tar- 
rying only long enough to say: “I shot 
him. but it was an accident,” ran through 
the lot to the street and disappeared. 

Maloney and William White picked up the 
wounded man and carried him to the Day- 
ton Street Police Station two blocks away. 
While being taken (o the station-house Pat 
White declared to his brother that the 
shooting was an accident. 

An ambulance conveyed the injured young 
man to the City Hospital, where Dr. Sut- 
ter declared the case was not serious, 

The police searched for Murphy, not- 
withstanding Pat White's story that the 
shooting was an accident. Murphy is ® years 
old, and the police say he has been in 
trouble before, and has served a term in the 
Workhouse for disturbing the peace, 

No one in the crowd actually saw the 
shooting, and all declare that there had been 
no trouble. 

At 1:8 o'clock tn the afternoon Murphy 
was seen at Ninth and Wash streets by 
Policemen O'Brien and Lynch. They start- 
ed after him and Murphy ran. Two shots 
were fired at the fugitive and Murphy «ur- 
rendered himself at Twelfth and Carr 
S( ree ts. 

At the Station-Rhouse heeeaid he was 
drunk when he ehot White.

THE ONE TO DEFEAT POTTER. 


If Westerners Act in Unison They Can 
Easily Elect Their Man 
to Office. 


“Western wheelmen want George D. Gid- 
eon for president of the League of Amer- 
ican Wheelmen,’’ says a local jeader of that 
body. ‘“They desire him to become a can- 
didate for the office, as he is the one man 
who can defeat President Potter. They 
want him In the office for the benefit of the 
league in the West. By the siate which 
Mr. Potter recently fixed up with the as- 
Sistance of Chairman Mott of the racing 
board the West and its claims for recogni- 
tion have been cut off. By that recent ac- 
tion no body of Western delegates will feel 
like taking any interest in the doings of the 
national assembly. However, Western men 
should not place any confidence in the re- 
ports from the East relative to Potter's 
having everything his own way. Such is 
not the case. Potter and his satellites are 
engineering a press bureau with telling ef- 
fects in the Hast. Out here we know that 
many of his claims are exaggerated, to 
speak mildiy. : 

“The Western delegates should leave 
nothing undone to defeat Potter, as by so 
doing they will elect a man who Will rec- 
ognize the claims of the “West. The cry 
among Western wheelmen has been that 
the league is a body controlled by HMastern- 
ers. lt Westerners will act in unison at 
the cOming assembly they can soon change 
that condition of affairs.’’ 

The speaker also said that, in spite of 
the announcement that President Potter 
will have the solid support of New York 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland an 
other divisions, he has word from Sterling 
Piiiott, who is managing Gideon's cam- 
paign, to the contrary. liott has started 
on a two weeks’ trip among the divisions 
for the purpose of endeavoring to obtain 
their votes for Gideon.

Verily no city dignitary can escape the 
envenomed shafts that fly so recklessly 
around the House of Delegates. 

Park Commissioner Ridgeley, the Berry 
Wall of the administration, who looks after 
his own business and no one’s else, was the 
only member of the Board of Public Im- 
provements who up to yesterday could con- 
gratulate himself upon having escaped leg- 
islative crticism, but at Tuesday nights 
session of the House that gentleman was 
s:ngled~out for investigation just like any 
ordinary official who mixes with the holloi 
polloi of City Hall polities. 


Delegate Schumacher of the Sixth Ward 
arraigned the Commissioner for disposing 
of city property without compensation. It 
seems that the Commissioner turned Sara 
Sadi, the Sacred Cow, that died recently, 
over to Col. Ed Butler gratis and that he 
traded a vicious elk for two little ante- 
lopes, and several other small things that 
were a nuisance In Forrest Park, but which 
were valuable in the eyes of the Alder- 
man. 

Mr. Schumacher arraigned the Commis- 
sioner in a set of resolutions asking for a 
committee of three to investigate him. 
Then Mr. Schumacher made a thunderous 
speech as usual when he disports himself 
on the floor. He was severe and compli- 
mentary at the same time. He said that 
the Commissioner thought himself, ‘‘too 
nice to associate with other city officials,” 
that he was a dude, and it was tme ito 
show ‘him that he was not beyond the reach 
of the House. - 

Delegate Wittenberg said he thought the 
resolution was frivolous and uncalled for. 
He had seen the house make itself ridiculous 
by three such investigations, and so far as 
he was concerned he was opposed to any 
more such farce comedies. The house agreed 
with Mr. Wittenberg and the resolution was 
tabled. 

Mr. Wittenberg called attention to the neg- 
ligence of the committee charged with tne 
duty to revise the ward boundaries. He 
knew the Council Committee was ready to 
act with the conferees of the house and in- 
sisted that the work should be done by 
March 1. 

Two bills for the increase of salaries were 
introduced, Mr. Schumacher is the author of 
a bill to increase the salaries of City Dis- 
pensary physicians from $75 to $100 per 
month, and of the ambulance drivers from 
$60 to $75 per month.

M. WITTE 


RECENTLY DECLARED INSANE. 


Public Administrator Declares That 
Certain Conveyances Were Not 
Legally Made.

John M. Witte, an old citizen, is In the 
Insane Asylum. He has been an inmate of 
that institution more than a year, and dur- 
ing that time his once large property inter- 
ests have suffered a collapse. They began 
to totter five or six years ago, and it is be- 
lieved the impending loss of fortune had 


considerable to do with the loss of mind. 

The home of Mr. Witte is well-known by 
sight to all who have visited the West End 
frequently. It faces Duncan tong on 
Forest Park boulevard, just off from King’s 
highway. There lives Mrs. Johanna Witte, 
still a plump and pretty littl woman 
act that Witte is her second 
husbana and that her daughter by her first 
husband was recently of an age to contract 
a commendable marriage. She also has a 

oung son. 

"tire Witte was formerly a Mrs. Endreas. 
During many years she kept the Highland 
Bakery, ont on Manchester avenue, her hus- 
band Ceing the baker and herself serving 
the customers as saleswoman. They amassed 
considerable savings and were happy until 
the death of Mr. Endreas. But soon after 
that Mr. Witte came a-woing. He had once 
kept a tin store in the same neighborhood, 
had piled up property in large amounts and 
was reputed wealthy. He had a son; Mrs. 
Endreas a ron and daughter. He was a wid- 
ower: she a widow. Eventually they were 
married. 

Mr. Witte began to plunge in real estate. 
Only an expert may do that and come safely 
out of it. He built a row of three-story flats 
at Jefferson avenue and Olive street. He 
invested in several stores and flats at the 
southeast corner of Randolph street and 
Jefferson avenue, numbered 418, 420, 422 and 
426 South Jefferson avenue. He owned a 
great square of property and a fine home at 
Forest Park boulevard and King’s Highway. 
His property was valued at more than $200,- 


Along in 1888 and 1889 he began to borrow 
money to maintain his investments, He got 
$25,000 on the Forest Park holdings, now 
valued at $75,000. He got another large 
sum from his South Jefferson avenue prop- 
erty and lost much in his Olive street flats. 
He worried along with his burdens until 
the latter pagt of 1896; then he went crazy. 

Public Administrator Richardson took 
charge of the estate, and on Tuesday after- 
noon brought suit against Johanna Witte 
and Edward H. Brockmeyer to compel the 
restoration of the title to the Forest Park 
bculevard property to John M. Witte, de- 
claring the defendants had diverted it from 
the ownership of the insane husband. 

Edward H. Brockmeyer is a young man, 
employed as a collector in the real estate 
office of Storm & Farrish, 114 North Eighth 
street. : 

John F. Storm, senior member of the 
firm, said: “I do not understand why Mr, 
Richardson should have brought this suit, 
The property stands lawfully in the name 
of Edward H. Brockmeyer, and there it 
wil remain until the conditions upon which 
it ‘Was purchased are complied with. 

‘In the case of the Forest Park boulevard 
property Nathan Frank was named as the 
trustee, Mr. Frank’s client had been very 
len‘ent. Even after Mr. Witte was found 
to be insane, Mrs. Witte was given time to 
procure money with which to raise the 
mortgage, but it is no easy matter-*o ee a« 


$25,000 loan. ey 
vould not raise the 

money, the sale we purchased 
the property as the agents of Mrs. Witte. 
We are under an agreement with Mrs. 
Witte that at any future time when her 
ability will permit she can redeem it.’”’ 

Public Administrator Richardson says fn 
his petition for restoration of title that on 
Nov. 13, 1890, Witte owned in fee simple a 
lot of ground at Forest Park boulevard and 
King’s Highway. He contemplated a sur- 
gical operation which might terminate his 
life, and he deeded the pravesy to Gustav 
W. Nieman, who deeded it to Mrs. Witte. 
with the understanding it should be deeded 
back to him if he survived. While Mrs. 
Witte still had the property Witte joined in 
a deed of trust to Nathan Frank, to secure 
Montague Punch for a loan of $24,000. In 
February. 1897, Witte was sent to the in- 
sane asylum at the instance of his wife. 
April 13, 1897, the land was sold under the 
deed of trust to Edward H. Brockmeyer 
for $26,687. 


GRIEVED TO DEATH OVER A DOG. 


Louis Deibel Took to His Bed the Day 
His Beagle Was Killed. 


“There lies a man who grieved himself 
to death over the loss of a dog,” said a 


friend of Louis Deibel as he walked away 
from the new-made grave in Bethany Cem- 
etery. The burial certificate said old age, 
but the bur'tal certificat® was wrong. 

Louis Deibe] lived at 1430 Hih’s Terrace. 
He was born in Germany. He came to 8t. 
Louis fifty years ago. Trees on Marcus 
avenue planted by him forty-five years ago 
stand to-day. He was smploved by one 
lumber company thirty-five years. He won 
a modest competence and he enjoyed it. 

Deibel was a hunter. He liked the open 
country, and many a mile he tramped over 
St. Louis County. His companion was 
a beagle dog. It was old, too. But the 
tramping that enervated the vigor of Dei- 
bel kept the dog from feeling its years, 

he dog was its master’s associate at 
home. It shared his table dainties. It 
seemed to ugderstand every word Deibel 
said to it. eibel said there was more ex- 
pression in the wag of its tail than in 
any tail wag he ever saw. 

The dog was killed November 1. It was 
run down by an Easton avenue car. The 
gapine wound in its side gave its master 
a nervous attack. The dog was taken 
heme and buried. Deibel soon took to his 
bed. Many a tear he shed. Then his grief 
was less demonstrat've, but the more wear- 
ing. He died Monday. Yesterday they laid 
him away.
